Chicago the Largest Packing Point 
é in the World. 


— — 


It is but a few years since that Chicago 
_ gptood quite low fn the list of prominent pack- 
ing points in the United States. Before her 
stood Cincinnati, Louisville, S. Louis; and, 
if we mistake not, some of the river towns 
above St. Louis packed more hogs six or 
seven years ago than were cut in Chicago. 
Now, mark the revolution in this trade 
Not only has Chicago outstripped St. Louis 
‘and Louisville, but even Cincianati—so 
long the Porkopolis of the West—has had 
to yield the palm to Chicago. Last season, 
even to our own expectations, we 
beat Cincinnati—having cut no less than 
514,118 hogs, while Cincinnati cut only 
483,000. 
The following table shows the amount 
of Hogs packed in this city each season

How many hogs will be cut here during 
the season just opened, is a matter of mere 
conjecture at present ; but during the past 
summer there have been erected in this city 
and on its outskirts eight or nine large 
houses, and about double that number of 
small concerns. The capacity for cutting, 
therefore, is nearly doubled, and it is ex- 
pected that there will be cut at least 700. 
000 during the season. Some even place 
the figures as high as 1,000,000, but this 
amount is looked upon as an exaggeration. 
Last season the entire receipts of hogs 
were 746,667, of which 228,000 were ship- 
ped East. Now, there is no reason in the 
world why a single hog, live or dressed, 
should be shipped East or anywhere out of 
Chicago to be packed. Our facilities for 
packing here are fally equal to any other 
place in the United States, and there should 
be no shipments of hogs durmg the pack- 
ing season. 

Our readers will be better able to judge of 
this trade by the following table of receipts 
and shipments of Hogs at this city during 
a series of years:
